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WHEELER TO CONTINUE CURRENCY BATTLE

WORK RELIEF BILL

bearing treasury notes for the usual 
government interest-bearing bonds, 
otherwise required to finance 
the 
program. He declared the notes were 
as safe as bonds, since both had no 
other backing than the faith and 
credit of the government. 
Major Controversies 
The currency issue was but one 
of three major controversies 
the 
senate must decide before a final 
vote on the president’s 
bill. 
The 
other issues involved payment 
of 
“prevailing wage scales” on proposed 
government relief projects and the 
substitutions of a $2,880,000,000 dole 
plan for the whole work program. 
Contests in the senate appropria­ 
tions committee over these 
issues 
developed ever-changing coalitions. 
Senator Carter Glass <D) of 
Vir­ 
ginia, long a foe of the president’s 
banking policies, supported the ad­ 
ministration in fighting the prevail­ 
ing wage limitation and the Wheeler 
currency plan. On the other hand, 
he led the revolt against the whole 
program and supported the 
dole 
substitute. 
The American Federation of Labor 
meanwhile rallied its supporters in 
the senate to retain the “prevailing 
wage level” limitation in the 
bill. 
Labor spokesmen charged its elimin­ 
ation would result in the 
govern­ 
ment launching a “pauper 
wage” 
campaign throughout the nation and 
lead to a general slashing of wages 
in every competing industry. 
The budget bureau defended the 
proposed subsistence wage” of $50 a 
month, planned by the president. It 
informed the senate th at payment 
of existing wages would slash the 
$4,000,000,000 program from a full 
year’s work to seven and one-half 
months work for 3,500,000 men, or 
slash the number of workers from 
3.500,000 to 2,500,000.

farm income increased only about 
one-half as much in Pennsylvania 
as the nation generally, according 
to figures prepared by the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics. 
The bureau places the 1934 in­ 
come of Pennsylvania farmers from 
crops and federal benefits payments 
at $183,425.000. 
This represents an 
increase of $31,835,000, or 
21 
per 
cent, over the 1932 income. 
The 
1934 income of farmers in the n a­ 
tion as a whole, on the other hand, 
is estimated as 42 per cent larger 
than the 1932 figure. 
The 1934 increase is estimated as 
only 12 per cent in West Virginia, 
but amounting to 28 per cent in 
Ohio and 26 per cent in Newr York.

Deductions for business expenses 
form a large item in the return of 
many taxpayers and must have cer­ 
tain qualities to be allowed.

We 
say off hand that the expeditions to the South Pole are unnecessary 
and of little value, yet until we learned of the Anarctic region from those 
who braved its dangers to examine it, we did not know for certain of 
what it was composed, its extent and the resources to be found there. 
There is something instinctive in human beings which makes them 
want to know the facts about their environment. This feeling has reached 
greater proportions during the present scientific age and the great scien­ 
tific method of investigation has been applied with greater determination 
to the work of adding to the fund of human knowledge. Just as the ex­ 
plorer in the laboratory knows not always where he is going, but is ready 
and eager to seek every bit of knowledge to be gained by his experiments,! J 
so Admiral Byrd and his men knew not what they would find, but were | J 
equipped and ready to bring back to society the stock of additional knowl- j ^ 
edge which they would accumulate. 
To that extent the expedition has been a real success. 
We now j 
know more about our world and the conditions of life and matter at the 
southern extremity of the globe. 
It will not mean an opportunity for 
material gain to any individual or group. It will not mean that human­ 
ity will now be better equipped to do good and promote better living In 
the world. 
With the exception of a few scientific experiments carried 
out during the stay in Little America the expedition will contribute noth­ 
ing concrete and tangible to humanity. 
It does, however, fulfill the human desire to obtain more knowl­ 
edge of our physical world. Its results include the satisfaction of over­ 
coming difficult obstacles in the search for facts and truths. It is truly 
an accomplishment and has added to the store of human knowledge— 
which in itself is believed to be of benefit. 
Admiral Byrd deserves high commendation for the splendid man­ 
ner in which his most recent feat has been accomplished. As leader of 
the expedition he has made it possible to examine the remote regions of 
the south successfully and without the loss of human life. 
People generally are relieved to know that the expedition is end­ 
ed and that the wreary travelers are on their way home, no serious mis­ 
haps having occurred to date.

Reports received at Boy Scout

— Mrs. Dwight Morrow*, 
grandmother of the slain Lindbergh 
baby, and her daughter, Anne Mor­ 
row Lindbergh, came into the court­ 
room today at the trial of Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann as the state 
was presenting rebuttal testimony. 
They entered the courtroom from 
a rear door and took seats near 
the lawyers’ tables. 
Mrs. Morrow 
was expected to be called as one of 
the state's rebuttal witnesses. Her 
testimony would be intended to 
clear the name of Violet Sharpe, 
dead Morrow maid, of suspicion. 
Not far from Mrs. Morrow and her 
daughter sat Colonel Charles 
A. 
Lindbergh, father of the murdered 
baby. He nodded slightly to them 
as they took their seats. 
State Trooper Louis Bornmann, 
the first witness of the day, had 
just finished his testimony when 
they came in. Bornmann repeated 
his previous testimony of helping 
take a board from the Hauptmann 
attic . . . the board which the state 
contends matches “rail 16” of the 
kidnap ladder. 
When Bornmann stepped from 
the stand Attorney General David 
T. 
Wilentz 
recalled 
Arthur 
W. 
Koehler of Madison. Wis., noted 
wood expert of the United States 
forestry service. 
Koehler w*as asked by Wilentz to 
defend his amazing “scientific de­ 
tective story” told earlier in the 
trial, by wnich he linked Haupt­ 
mann to the building of the kidnap 
ladder. 
Wood Discussed 
He said he did this largely through 
tracing similarity of “plane marks” 
on board m Hauptmann's attic and 
wood in the ladder. 
They were 
identical, he earlier said, and (plane 
marks) are unvariable like finger­ 
prints. 
A defense witness earlier this 
week used Hauptmann’s own plane 
on a piece of wood to demonstrate 
that “plane marks” do vary accord­ 
ing to pressure put on the plane. 
Wilentz handed Koehler this piece 
of wood. The expert studied it and 
admitted the plane marks varied, 
but added: 
“All of tne plane marks are iden­ 
tical to marks found in the wood 
of the kidnap ladder.” 
Koehler went to work, hammer 
and tempi, on 
the testimony of 
Charles De Bisschop of Waterbury, 


Conn., the lumberman who testi­ 
fied for the defense. 
De Bisschop had said ‘rail 16” 
and the attic board were never part 
of the same piece of wood. 
He had illustrated how one piece 
of board may match another by 
bringing to court two different 
pieces of board which matched al­ 
most exactly. He said he had tak­ 
en one piece from a building 47 
years old and another from a new 
building. 
De Bisschop swore they 
were not pieces of the same board. 
Wilentz handed Koehler these 
two pieces and asked him what he 
thought of 
them. 
Koehler em­ 
phatically clipped out: 
“These two pieces were sawed 
from the same board. 
They were 
once parts of a single board.” 
Koehler said he was convinced the 
two boards were once one board 
“because the groove is identically 
in the same place”. 
He showed the jury the corre­ 
sponding “beads” in the two boards, 
“Other reasons,” he told the four 
women and eight men Jurors, “are 
that the backs of two boards are 
rough.: 
You can see one has been 
smoothed lately. One piece they say 
was washed was really planed. Both 
these boards have black spots on 
them. It looks like the same’type of 
tar. The grain on the ends of the 
two boards match.” 
Charles DeBisschop, the “Connec­ 
ticut Yankee” lumber man, who tes­ 
tified for the defense, kept passing 
suggestions for the cross-examina­ 
tion in notes to Pope. 
Denies Kiss’ Story. 
Leo Singer of the Bronx came 
next to the stand. He was asked if 
he knew Louis Kiss. He said he did.

HABEAS CORPUS IS 
DENIED BY COURT 


BIRTHS 
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Trooper Recalled. 
Courtroom, Flemington, N. J., Feb. 
9.—Trooper Louis Bornmann of the 
New Jersey state police was recalled 
to the stand today as a state rebut­ 
tal witness at the trial of Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann. 
He was the 
first witness of the day. 
Bornmann repeated his testimony 
that he helped take the board from 
the attic of Hauptmann’s home—the 
board which the state contends 
matches rail “16” of the kidnap lad­ 
der. 
Two defense witnesses testified the 
baord does not match “rail 16”. An­ 
other said that he was in Haupt­ 
mann’s attic Just before his arrest 
and that the board from which the 
state contends Hauptmann made 
“rail 16” was then in the attic, hint­ 
ing at a police “frame up”. 
“How many nails did you find in 
the board?” asked Attorney General 
David T. Wilentz. 
“Eight,” Bornmann. who identified 
the nails. 
Q—Is one of the nails of a square- 
cut design. 
^ Yes. 
“That's all,” said Wilentz. 
One of the nail holes in “rail 16” 
of the kidnap ladder was of the 
square-cut design. 
Bornmann was cross examined by 
Defense Attorney Fisher. 
Q—You say these are the nails 
(handing the witness some nails) 
that were in the Hauptmann attic. 
A—The nails that were in that 
package came out of that board in 
Hauptmann’s attic. 
Wilentz objected when Fisher tried 
to make Bornmann say whether this 
nail or that nail was in the package. 
Wilentz said: 
“This wtiness is not a nail expert. 
We didn’t try to qualify him as one.” 
Fisher wonted to know* just how 
the police got the nails out of the 
board. Bornmann told how* the nails 
were removed with pliers after they 
had been partially knocked out of 
the board. He said care was taken 
to keep the nails straight. This was 
done, he said, on September 26, 1934. 
“That’s all,” said Fisher and Born- j 
mann wa$ excused.

A FOUR-MINUTE MILE 
When and by whom will a mile be 
run i:i four minutes flat? That ques­ 
tion has been of major interest to 
track enthusiasts ever since Paavo 
Nurmi, LaDoumegue, Venzke, Cun­ 
ningham and others began to clip 
seconds from the record. 
Back in 1923 Nurmi ran a mile in 
4 minutes, 10 2-5 seconds at Stock­ 
holm. Since then many good milers, 
both in the United States and abroad, 
have thrilled the fans with races 
won in 4 minutes 13 seconds, or bet­ 
ter. 
With Nurmi's assault on the rec­ 
ords the middle-distance runners be­ 
gan to show noticeable improve­ 
ment in the time for the mile run. 
In the Nurmi era such stars as Joie 
Ray and Lloyd Hahn helped in pro­ 
viding the thrills; then came Leo 
Lermond, Ray Conger and Ralph 
Rill. 
Jules LaDoumegue bettered 
4:10 in 1931, a period in which Carl 
Coan of Pennsylvania U paced the 
Americans. 
After that came the present crop 
of record-breakers featuring Gene 
Venzke, Glenn Cunningham, Jack 
Lovelock and Bill Bonthron. Venzke 
w pt probably responsible for this 
group’s becoming mile-minded. He 
startled everyone on Feb. 6, 1932, 
with an indoor mark of 4:10, which 
proved to be the spark that sent his 
three competitors into the limelight. 
We know what occurred in the 
past but what the future holds can 
only be surmised. The experts—of­ 
ficials and coaches—seem to be di­ 
vided on whether or not a four- 
minute mile is possible. 
However, 
after viewing what has already hap­ 
pened, there seems to be no reason 
why we cannot expect to see the mile 
continue to be lowered gradually as 
has been been the custom up to the 
present time. 
In this way we may eventually 
have a mile in 4 minutes flat, but it 
may take a long time. 
Certainly 
none of the present stars are likely 
to accomplish the feat. 
Why didn’t a Glenn Cunningham 
or a Bill Bonthron happen along 
in 1923 to make Paavo Nurmi’s rec­ 
ord mile seem slow by comparison? 
The truth is that there probably 
were runners with all the physical 
qualifications of this pair compet­ 
ing against Nurmi, but 11 years has 
made a difference in the extent to 
which these runners are able to util­ 
ize their ability. 
Training facilities have been im­ 
proved, the progress of coaching 
technique has given the runners a 
better judgment of pace, and the 
world as a whole has become more 
athletic minded. 
Two other rea­ 
sons, keen competition and the psy- 
cological effect of a record upon a 
i mer, have also aided in cutting 
down the time. 
To do his best a runner must 
have a strong competitor who can 
push him to the limit . Bonthron 
set his records in meets run against 
his close rival, Glenn Cunningham, 
and vice versa. Jack Lovelock ran 
his record-breaking mile of 1933 
with Bonthron right at his heels. 
And now we come to the psycho­ 
logical effect records have on the 
challengers, which answers both the 
reason we are getting closer to a 4* 
minute mile and why it will be some 
years before the goal is reached. 
Take Nurmi’s 4:10 2-5 mark as an 
example. When Paavo set that record 
he established something at wrhich 
all good milers from that time until 
the record was broken could aim. 
It was something just a little bit 
better than had ever been done be­ 
fore, yet it apparently was not be- 
yong the ability of any first-class 
miler. “If Nurmi can do it so can 
I,” is the way the leaders in this 
event reasoned. 
So thus, first LaDoumegue, then 
Lovelock, and finally Cunningham 
set records just a ltitle better than 
the previous ones. 
It is probable, 
then, that this will continue until 
eventually a 4-minute mile has been 
reached.

j death by divine miracle unless he 
was guilty,” retort those who believe 
a miracle was involved.” 
Purvis refused to take sides in the 
prolonged controversy. It is enough 
for him that he is alive and free. 
Even after two score years, Purvis 
was exceedingly reluctant to talk 
about the case, and replies to the 
new questions he consented to an­ 
swer were given in the fewest possi­ 
ble words. 
Was Unconscious. 
Purvis revealed he was knocked 
unconscious for the moment when 
he struck the ground, and the first 
thing he remembered was hearing 
some one speak to him. “Are you 
all right?” he quoted the person as 
saying. Purvis’ hands and feet were 
tightly bound, and a mask prevented 
him from seeing his questioner. 
“For God’s sake get me out of 
this,” Purvis told the man. 
When questioned further today, 
Purvis replied: 
“I don’t like to talk about it.”

mation flight across the Pacific

American 
possessions 
either in the Hawaiian or Philippine 
Islands. 
The new modernization plan pre­ 
sented by MacArthur to the house 
military affairs committee also calls 
for the purchase of 800 new fight­

MacArthur also asked $16,000,000 
to complete present plans for me­ 
chanization of the army, $8.000,000 
for army posts and $2,000,000 for 
strengthening coast defenses in the 
Panama Canal Zone, Hawaii, Alaska 
and elsewhere.
